RATIOKITTG 



A word which has become a 
common term in every American's 
vocabulary is' rationing. Many 
of us, however, do not compre- 
hend the full meaning and signif- 
icance of this term. It will„ 
nevertheless, play an important 
role in the ultimate victory of 
this present crisis. If we 
failed to have our needs proper- 
ly and equally distributed among 
all classes of people, it would 
undoubtedly result in a complete 
downfal 1 within our own country. 

Many of us complain about 
the minor inconveniences and 
hardships to which we are sub*- 
jected as a result of rationing. 
It is vitally necessary that 
such limitations be placed on 
products because equal distribu- 
tion of necessities will prepare 
the people for the long period 
of rationing which they must 
undergo now and for some time 
after the war ends. We dislike 
having limitations imposed upon 
our needs, because these so- 
called luxuries and delicacies , 
which have - never been previously 
restricted, have become so 
closely identified with* what v/e 
term material happiness. 

' The average American, how- 
ever, docs not pause to consider 



the necessity of those limita- 
tions. Would we hesitate for 
only a few moments to create a 
mental portrait of the hardships 
and sacrifices that the van*- 
qui shod countries must undergo, 
then Wo would readily under stand 
why it i3 so necessary for us to 
be willing to relinquish part of 
what w o have. Have we ever 
stopped to meditate on the suf- 
fering' of the' people of France, 
Poland, XTorway, Belgium, Austria, 
and other countries how domina- 
ted by the iron hand of Hitler- 
ism? Millions of people i el 
these conquered countries do not 
complain about 3 trie t rationing 
measures. Why? Because these 
lands hrven't even enough food 
to ration. If strict limitations 
of certain foods wore the only 
troubles that they had, then 
surely they would bear such mi- 
nor hardships with very little 
complaint. Hot only the Axis- 
occupied countries but also all 
the w-.rring nations have severe 
x rrtioning systems. To compare 
the rrtioning system within 
Germany with that of the United 
States v:ould be practically im- 
possible unless we actually re- 
sided in Germany throughout a 
grcrt part of this war. The 
people in Russia and China are 
suffering not be ecus o of the. 
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lack of luxuries, but rather 
because of the need of the canon 
*1« ".essi ties which we are never 
wi tnout. 

The people on the battle- 
f rent s all over the world, the 
&.?116a a s well a3 the Axis 
fcp :ier stand why rationing is ne- 
r.^^ry and they are thoroughly 
i winced that failure to ration 
fo> ifi and other mrterirls of war 
. Uld result in annihilation for 
u a.i aide which would hesitate to 
fc ! .l$e th e s e ex tr ene steps. No £ 
nil the people in our country 
see this viewpoint, or if they 
do, they do rot wrnt to admit it 
to themselves. Whatover we sac- 
rifice as a result of rationing 
will be transmitted to the suf- 
fering people of other nations. 
Of tar greater significance is 
the fact that a great portion of 
what v:o are asked to do without 
ir furnishing part of our ovm 
brother's d.-ily allotment o f 
food. Our men in service arc 
sacrificing their lives so that 
we may . ave all that v/e desire 
in the future. They are strug- 
gling to end the suffering of 
the peoples here and abroad. 
They arc fighting to exterminate 
the Axis powers jnd to destroy 
their' systems of the new order 
which, in reality, are based on 
starvation, suffering, exhaustitf, 
hate, cruelty, torture, murder, 
and other various hardships. 
Our men will, In the course of 
the struggle, exterminate these 
devilish schemes of the Axis na- 
tions and*when this conflict is 
concluded in our favor, we may 
never again be troubled with 
complications o f rationing, 
which occurs as a result of this 
war. But until this day is in 
clear view, we must continue to 
sacrifice. We must keep fore- 
most in our minds that our hoys 
are suffering end in order' to 
alleviate these sufferings, we 



should be more than willing to 
get along with less. In pany 
instances our fighting men have 
not only their food rationed but 
also their drinking water la 
rationed a3 well. If the people 
at home were to have such a vJ '« 
tal necessity as wcter rationed., 
they would Lave reason to com- 
plain and criticise our govern- 
ment. 

War ration book two has 
recently been Issued to every 
person' living i n the United 
States, This new system - o£. 
rationing is based on point val- 
ues of all canned fruits, vege- 
tables, neats, and various types 
of bottled goods. This plan has 
been Introduced to provide equal 
distribution of scarce processed 
foods without any social, reli- 
gious, or racial discriminations, 
and without any special privi- 
leges or considerations for the 
financial status of a certain 
group. The rich "and the poor, 
the white and the black, the 
Cr.tholic and the Protestant have 
an equal share by this recently 
Introduced method of distribu- 
tion. Every one of us should 
cooperate b y using only the 
necessary amount of canned goods 
and by preventing useless wastes. 
Hoarding of great quantities of 
canned goods without revealing 
x this act to the rationing board 
is a very serious crime end may 
result in a ten thousand dollar 
fine or ten years In prison or 
possible both. Such an act Is 
by its, very nature unpatriotic. 

When we go to our grocer 
for canned goods, it is very 
important to hnow how to obtain 
them, \;e shovld look for the 
point yaluc of all canned end 
bottled foods and then shop very 
wisely, or at the end of the ra- 
tioning period we may bo short 
of points, wc must select arti- 
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cles which nre necessary, yet 
economical in reference to point 
values. Certain scarce goods 
will have very high point values; 
these we should omit and try 
so^.e suitable substitute, A s a 
rf-vult of point rationing, w o 
will become acquainted v/ith many 
rt.*i vegetables which we had per- 
fru$n ttd-TOV tried and in some 
'"".i jo i\dn f t know existed* 

Kr- other very important item 
wfelc!l o rationed is neat. fticrc 
r;. ; . typos of neat which 

r.^v excepted, such as no ate for 
5 tip a and certain types of pork. 
T r. a t sirloin steaks one-half 
iron thick arc being rationed is 
v*'-y well known; Again as in 
proccsred foods , wc must keep 
w\ chin our point budget. There- 
fore, we cannot be too particu- 
lar. Wc must decrease wr.stcs r vd 
d.'^ost without complaint all tho 
unpleafi at fats which rr e a part 
of most meat products. Out 
fitting men need all the meat 
products that they can get, md 
to insure their needs, we must 
deny ourselves this food at va- 
rious times. Meatless Tuosdays 
will not be a rarity for the du- 



re tion of the war. Another ar- 
ticle of extensive use in our 
country i s butter. B u ttor; 
after a long period of scarcity, 
has been included under the ra- 
tioning plan and is found to be 
more plentiful. According t o 
government statistics, the far- 
mers will in or ease* their dairy 
products this year, and the but*- 
ter shortage will be couplet j '.y 
eliminated. 

Since more strict rationing 
measures arc inevitable, we- ffuafc 
conbinue t o sacrifice with a 
spirit of true patriotism. Let 
us remember that rationing i s 
the democratic way of sharing. 
We can afford t o have every- 
thing rationed but our freedom* 
Therefore, we should resolve to 
do our part to preserve this 
freedom. That we must sacrifice 
without complaint is a renownsd 
and veil-established fact which 
will undoubtedly expedite the 
downfall of the Axis pov/ers and 
will end the diabolical wax* in 
which we are engaged today.

m FARM • 



I'm up at five-thirty in 
the morning, don my overalls, 
and stroll out to the barn about 
half -awake. I milk twenty-eight 
head of cattle, feed them, and 
lead the team down to drink. 
Leading the team to the river is 
certainly a task. You can lead 
a hcrse to water, but you can't 
make him drink. Every job has 
its trials, but it seems that 
farm work provides more than its 
share. For instance, I went cut 
to the barn to water the cov/s 
^the other day and what do you 
'think I witnessed. There were 
about rix young lads in the barn 
with a whole box of dry cells, 



trying to make the cows 1 horns 
blow. I put the run on them and 
watered the cows. 

About the last o f June 
comes haying seauon--that i s 
about the "la3t straw. " It is a 
lot of work to put up enough 
ripe grass to feed the cows, the 
horses, and the rest of the ani- 
mals all through the long cold 
winter. The haying is really a 
hard job, especially in these 
times £7hen all the while the 
horse is becoming more appre- 
ciated on the dinner table than 
in front of the wagon. Well, 
now we shall consider the haying 
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finished, and the next task will 
be filling the silo. What a 
"corny ;: job that is, We cut the 
corn, sell 3ome cf it to the 
radio comedians., and fill tho 
silo with the re sr., When tho 
com i'a cub, v;c have to put it 
through a grinder which grinds 
it up and blows it into the silo. 
That finished the silo falling. 

Farming will be even more 
import; 5 this coming year for 
the Go . ernmant i3 urging all 
frrmzsrs to plant mere crops than 
©VST bciVre. We usually plant 
%inB u^ri* ; beans after town 
aieeting .a;'. Of coiu'se, there 
if a -l.3o:i for this 0 After the 
voting is over, we get permis- 
sion from the town to use tho 
"*.olls»" String beans have to 
j&a.ve polos to climb. Then wo 
pun in the Murphy s about tho 
last of May, harvest them about 
j lust of July, and raise them 
all winter (from the table to 
our mouths). Before planting 
the Murphy s, we have to sort 
them, ouo the big ones in two, 
and turn the "eye up." When 
they are about four inches high, 
we have to start hilling theu-- 
that is, piling the dirt Up 
around them so they wontt bo 
blown down in a hard storm. 
When we come to digging them, we 
have to be caref\.il that we don't 
spike any c f them with the 
potato hook. After thoy are 
we hav~ to be careful that we 
don*t o.jj them too long. After 
they -ire dried, we put them in a 
big bin in the cellar. Thoy 
have to be kept where it is 
quite dm or they will probably 
rot. 

As I have said before, come 
funny* things happen on the farm, 
jre of which I v/ill relate at 
this point. We had just hired a 
new man who was certainly not an 
educated farmer. We found him 
up in the pasture one day about 



to drive a cow over a cliff. 

He said he had heard a "jersey 
bounce" snd now he wanted to see 
it» Aai&b from all the work, 
there is plenty of fun on tho 
farm, in the summer, after we 
have been haying all day, we 
feel pretty "seedy," so we go 
down and jump in the nice cool 
water of the brook. 

We always kill a • couple 
pig3 in the fall to eat. When 
we kill the pj-gs, we have to -tie 
their legs ar.d s wick them in the 
throat. T'n-j slit in the throat 
makes them D.eod to cttath. We 
hrvo to clean them cut inside 
and remove the eatable organs, 
such at: the heart, the liver, 
and the kidneys. We then have 
to 3 op Id them in hot water and 
shave their bristles off. They 
are bh.cn cut into the various 
pieces that you buy on the mar- 
ket, such* as roasts, bacon, loin, 
ham, and chops. The horns' and 
bacon have to be smoked and the 
fat perk pnt into a brine. The 
brine consists of salt, water, 
and some other ingredients • 

We also raise chickens on 
our farm. We raise roosters to 
eat l nd a number of hens for 
laying. The chickens have to be 
watered regularly and fed mash 
and crqckod cor:;, *7e have to 
bring back all the shells now 
to get any eggs. We liave quite a 
fnw sheep which we have to clip 
every year. We clip the sheep 
and 3 ell 3ome of the wool to 
factories here •• in the United 
States, while wo send thy rest 
to Germany to help Hitler keep 
"pulling the wool* over the Ger- 
man people 1 s eyes. The little 
lambs are hard to take care of. 
Some tines the mother sheep dis- 
owns her lamb, and it. has to be 
fed by the bottle. iMs a bad 
practice to rear anyone on a 
bottle. My uncle "Slug" was 
brought up on a bottle and ha3 
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never left It alone since * 

Nevertheless, we have been quite 
successful raising lambs on our 
f&xau Mary»s little laisib which 
we raised on our farm is dead 
now 9 She takes it to school 
wi-.li her--between two slices of 
br .^d, 

I? the fall is wood- cutting 
time* l o to go up on the 

mountain* cut the logs, and drag 
ohm out *.vi th the team. Wc sell 
some eft 1 j logs. Yes, probably 
yen have picked your teeth with 
a toothpick from "one of our logs* 
Tho legs usually have to dry 
about a year before they arc 
ready to be burned* We are go- 
Irg to have a new roof on cur 
barn before long. The govern- 
ment Office of Price Administra- 
tion is cutting a "ceiling" on 
a±l the beef* 

We also grow a few apples 
on our farm* We grow Mcintosh* 
Northern Spies* Greenings, and 
Crab Apples* We had a little 
trouble with some of the apples 
last year* The Macs were wormy, 
and the Federal Bureau of Inve- 
stigation took ovor all the 
tree 3 that bear "Northern 
Spies*" 

We are shipping three cans 
of milk new and we make all the 
butter end cheese for our own 
use* We have been* , having 



trouble with one of the cows 
lately* It seems one of the 
hired' men t h r e w a Reader's 
Digest Into the manger; the cow 
ate it, and she has been giving 
condensed milk for about two 
weeks * 

I guess I. forgot to mention 
the nice succotash we raise on 
our farm* it is my own idea* I 
just take two kernels o f ' corn 
and two beans for each hill* and 
it turns out to be the nicest 
succotash in the eastern states* 
I got a new Idea for my gardsn 
the ether day when I heard about 
shoe rationing* Come about June, 
I'm going to plant an acre and a 
half of shoe trees* 

We were pretty busy on the 
farm about three weeks ago* One 
of the hired men was laid up for 
a week. It was a rather foolish 
thing he did* Ho sat on one of 
tli e new ration books and almost 
all of the points were stil] *n 
It* The poor fellow had to eat 
off the mantel for almost a week* 
Well, I guess that is all there 
is to the farm except the 
mortgage*
